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 After a thorough review of the record, we affirm for the reasons expressed 

therein the decision of the School Ethics Commission that the appellant violated 

N.J.S.A. 18A:12-24(c) of the School Ethics Act when, as president of the Passaic 

County Educational Services Commission Board of Directors, she voted to award a 

contract to the Passaic County Technical Institute, where she was employed as the 

superintendent.  We also affirm for the reasons expressed therein the decision of the 

 



 

Acting Commissioner that the appropriate sanction under the circumstances is a 

reprimand.
